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THE REPUBLICANS INSIST 


UPON THE PASSAGE OF THE TAX 
BILL IN SOME SHAPE. 


Which Action Will Postpone Adjournment Indefi- 
nitely+Tae Knit Goods Bill Pressed by Mr. 
Miller, and Antagonized by Mr. Bay ard— 
Mileage for the Extra Session. 


Wasuincton, August 5.—The republican 
members‘of the senate held a fully attended 
caucus to-day, and discussed the subject of 

continuing the consideration of the 
tax bill. With ‘a few dissenting ex- 
pressions, the opinion prevailed that congress 
should not adjourn withvat adopting in some 
form a bill to relieve the people from the 
present burdens of taxation. Several senators 
urged the importance of passing the knit 
goods bill, and it was stated that vast interests 
would be sacrificed if the bill should be al- 
lowed to go over|till December. On the other 
hand, it was urged that should the tax bill be 
laid aside for the knit goods bill, the demo- 
¢crats would insist upon anlimited discussion, 
and would weigh down the bill with amend- 


ments that have been offered to the tax Dill, 
and that to insist upon action on 
either bill, would result in a pr tracted 
party strife and the indelinite. prolongation 
of the session. While the’ senators are reti- 
cent as to the ultimate decision of the caucus, 
it is pretty generally understood that a prac- 
tically unanimous decision was reached to 
press the tax bill to a vote, and if possible to 
secure a vote without amendments upon the 
knit goods bill’ This decision, if adhered to, 
will postpone, perhaps indefinitely, any action 
on the house resolution foradjournment. The

The legislative, executive and judicial ap- 
ne bill was received at the white 

10use to-day and was almost immediately 
signed by the president. The president sent 
the following nominations to the senate to- 
day: Ulysses 8. Grant and William Henry 
Trescott to be commissioners to negotiate a 
commercial treaty with Mexico; John H. 
Dillon, of Missouri, to be segretary of the le- 
gation of the United States Mm Mexico. 

THE NAVAL BILL REPORTED. 

In the senate Mr. Hale, from the con- 
ferees on the naval bill, reported an agree- 
ment. Thereport was adopted and the bill 
passed. A discussion upon the house bill to 
exclude public lands im Alabama from the 
operation of the laws in relation § to 
mineral lands occupied the remuinder 
of the time for morning business. Without 
action, Mr. Hale, from the conference on the 
deficiency appropriation bill, reported a disa- 
greement for the third time upon the item 
allowing mileage for senators for the special 
session of last summer. He moved that the 
senate recede, in view of the fact that there 
seemed to be no probability of the house 
abandoning its position, the majority in that 
body to sustain the house conferees having in- 
<reased with each vote taken. After some 
discussion the move was agreed—yeas 47, 
nays 11, and the clerk was directed to inform 
the house that the senate had receded from 
the amendment. 

Mr. Bayard then submitted a joint resolu- 
tion appropriating $33,000 for the pay of the 
niileage of senators who attended the session 
convened Octuber 10, 1881. Considered and 
passed by a unanimous vote. A conference 
committee was ordered upon the resolution 
to printthe agricultural report and the bill 
| spanting a right of way to the Fremont, Elk- 

orn and Missouri Valley railroad across the 
Niobrara reservation in Nebraska. 
THE KNIT GOODS BILL. 

The pending motion by Mr. Miller, of New 
York, totake up the knit goods bill, Mr. 
Morrill said he would not oppose, as the gen- 
tleman from New York, who was suffering 
from ill-health, desired to submit some re- 
marks on the subject befure leaving the city, 
but he would immediateiy after this subject 
was disposed of, insist upun the tax reduction 
bill being taken up and steadily proceeded 
with until voted upon. The knit goods bill 
‘was taken up, and Mr, Miller discussed its 
mefits and advocated its passage. Mr. 
Bayard replied to Mr. Miller, and offered an 
amendment, which he desired to continue in 
force until a general reformation of the tar‘if 
cuulc be made, increasing the duty ou wool 
manufacturers from 30 to 50 per cent advalo- 
rem, and fixing the tariff on wools at 25 per 
ent advalorem. After debate the amend- 
ment was voted down by yeas 22, uays 29—a 
party vote, except that Mr. Voorhees voted 
no with the republicans; and Mr. Davis, of 
Lllingis, also voted no. Mr. Harris moved to 
substitute for the: bill a _ provision 
fixing the duty on imported 
“wool at25 per cent. Rejected without di- 
-Vision—yeas 12, nays 35, ali affirmative votes 
_@oming from the democratic side. Mr. An- 
thony, from the conferes on the bill for the 
publication of the agricultural report, re- 
ported an. agreement, by which the 
senate amendment making appropriation 
of $219,000 to pay for the work is retained in 
the bill. This contemplates the printing of 
300 000 copies. The report was adopted. Ar- 
gument was then resumed on the knit goods 
bill, and a number of amendments were of- 
fered by the democrats, all of which were re- 
jected. At six o'clock the bill wus passed 
without amendment as it came from the 
house—yeas 36, nays 15. At 6:25 the senate 
toek a recess nntil 8 o'clock.

Pairs were announced between Messrs. 
Frye, Miller, of New York, Piumb and Kel- 
logg in favor of the bill, and Messrs. Jobn- 
ston, Groome, Jackson and Lamar, who were 
absent. 

THE SUB-MARINE TELEGRAPH COMBANY. 

At the evening session Mr. Lapham called 
up the senate bill authorizing Samuel L, M. 
Barlow, of New York; John H. Colton, of 
Pennsylvania, and others to lay a sub-marine 
cable between America and Europe. The 
committee amendments to the bill were 
adopted, and also one offered by Mr. Hale di- 
recting that the rates charged upon the line 
for messages for individuals’ shall not 
exceed twenty cents for each woru. Mr 
Beck moved a substitute for the bill, author- 
izing the postmaster-general to place upon 
the public highways, established by states 
and territory, such maii service as in his 
judgment the public interest requires, and 
to report such routes as he may establish or 
discontinue. After discussion the substitute 
was Withdrawn and referred to the post-office 
committee, the chairman, Mr. Ferry, inti- 
mating that it would probably be favorably 
reported at the next session.

AMERICANS IN BRITISH PRISON PENS, 


After the recess (5 o'clock) nothing was 
done until Mr. Hiscock one of the conferees 
on the sundry civil appropriation bili, moved 
that the house take recess until 8 o'clock, 
stating that at that time an agreement would 
probably have been arrived at, pending which 
the speaker laid before the house a 
message from the president trans- 
mitting the report of the secretary of 
state respecting the cases of American citi- 
zens is arrestin Ireland. Referred. The 
secretary states that the only persons alleged 
to be American citizens still in prison in I[re- 
land are O’Mahoney, McSweeney, Slattery 
and Gannon; that McSweeney and Slattery 
yrroduce regular certificates of naturalization. 
Seanen establishes claim to American birth, 
and O' Mahoney was irregularly naturalized on 
the ground of services in the navy. The re- 

rt further states that it appears by a note 
rom minister Lowell that her 
majesty’s government does not enter- 
tain at present any _ intention. of 
bringing these persons to trial, but that it 
has offered them a discharge on conditions 
that they shall leave Ireland for America, 
which, however, was refused. Mr. Lowell 
has again been instructed to urge the speedy 
trial of the prisoners The house then at 
5:45 took recess until 8 o'clock. 

THE APPROPRIATION BILL, 

At the evening session, Mr. Calkins, of In- 
diana, submitted the conference report on the 
bill to relieve certain svidiers of the late war 
from the charge of desertion, and it was 
agreed to. ‘I'he bill, as agreed to, extends its 
provisions to federal deserters who served 
more than six monthsin thearmy. Mr. His- 
cock, of New York, presented the conference 
report upon the sundry civil appropriation 
bill. Mr. Hiscock stated simply that the senate 
amendments had been reduced by the con- 
ference committee to the amount of $958,000. 
In reply to a question as to the national 
been of health, Mr. Hiscock explained that 
the senate had receded from all amendments 
on that subject excepting one increasing 
from $25,000 to $50,000, the sum which may 
be applied in aid of state and local boards. 
Mr. Blackburn, of Kentucky, said that as a 
member of the sub-committee on the bill 
now under consideration, he would be deual- 
ing unfairly by the other side of the house if 
he were not to say that in the main 
this was a decent ciean and _ honest 
sundry civil bill. He did not believe there 
wasajobinit. He did not believe it carried 
a single, solitary paragraph that opened the 
vaults of the treasury to lobyists or jobbers. 
The conference report was agreed to,and thus 
the last general appropriation bill was dis- 
posed of bythe house. Mr. Valentine, of 
Nebraska, presented the conference report on 
the joint resolution appropriating $219,000 
for printing the agricultural reports, and it 
was agreed to. A resolution was adopted pef- 
mitting the committee on err ae to 
sit during the recess. The house at 10:30 
took a recess for thirty minutes.

GALVESTON, August 5.—The schooner Hen- 
rietta, from Matamoras, with a = suspicious 
case of sickness, having been supplied 
with medical officers and stores, will sail to-day for 
the nearest port having a quarantine hospita!. 

HAVANA, August 5.—"here were thirty-four 
deaths from yellow fever in Havana up to Thurs- 
day eveuing.

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SCENES IN CAROLINA. 


THE TRUCK FAKMING OF THE 
YORK RIVER COUNTRY. 


The Money Made in Canteloupes, Onions and Cabbage 
—Relative Advantages of South Georgia—The 
Boat-Riding People of Morehead City 
—Training Marsh Tackeys.

MoOREHEAD Crrty. N. C., July 30.—‘‘That man,” 
said General Roberts, pointing out a man in the 
crowd, ‘sold $80,000 worth of Irish potatoes this year, 
every one of which he rajsed on his ov-n place.”’ 

That sounds incredible, and yet it is true. The 
man alluded to was Ambrose Lindsay, who lives on 
the coast near the Carolina line. Of this enormous 
crop I have no doubt $50,000 was clear money. Sol 
Haas told we of a man at Norfolk, who cleared 
$35.00 on raising potatoes this year, and paid off a 
deot that had accumulated in business aud threat- 
ened toruinhim, This is4he best year for p >tatoes 
ever known. The last crop was shortand poor, apd 
there was no stock to start the season with. The 
high price of bread and meat increased the con- 
sumption of potatoes, and the heavy crop of this 
year was taken at high figures. Potatoes that drag- 
ged at $2 barrel in New York last year brought 
$6.50 a barrel on the Carolina coast this year. 

I have written a good deal about the truck farm- 
ing of this section, but I Was not prepared to see 
the progress that has been made. In the New Berne 
country it has quadrupled ix the past two years, 
and every season sees new lands cleared. Some ef 
the stories of profits would be fabulous were they 
not well-avouched. Mr. Joseph Rhene, of New 
Berne, is an example. 

‘*T had occasion,’”’ said Mr. Bryan, an intelligent 
geitleman, ‘‘to look into hs accounts five years 
ago, and he was then $25,000 behind. He went to 
truck farming, commencing with about sixty acres. 
He is now worth §80,L00 besides his farm. He has 
increased this to several hundred acres, and so en- 
riched it that what he gave $10 an acre for will now 
command #100 an acre. He raised $30,0L0 worth of 
potatoes this year. His total crop of truck for the 
season is worth $55,000, and it cost him about $14 000 

o make it. His sales for the first five days of the 
season were $15,000, or $3 000 a day.”’ 

‘Ir the profits are so immense, 
everybody goin?’’ 

**Nearly everybody in this section is goingin. I 
planted about;10 acres in potatoes this year on which 
I made $130 an acre at an expense of $22 an acre, I 
shall enrich my land next vear and increase my op- 
erations. Every season new people come in. Mr. 
Dunn, of our city, who was in the railroad servic ~, 
bought 60 acres of land a few years ago and started. 
He has made over $10.000 and his farm, for which 
he gave almost nothing, would sell for $5,000 easily. 
There is an abundance of similar land to be had 
cheap, butit has to be cleared and enriched, and is 
often out of the reach of market. In spite of every- 
thing, however, the truck business of the Carolina 
coast, already enormous, is destined to double ana 
quedruple even its present proportions. We grow 
everything here, and there a-e special farms for to- 
matoes, berries, onions, etc. Itis not unusual for 
one of our growers to ship 30,000 boxes of strawber- 
ries. Thecultivation of these small crops is a God- 
send to our people who have been forced togive up 
heavy operations in rice and cotton because of labor 
troubles. Itis really a surplus above our staple 
crops anyhow. For when we raise acrop of peas we 
then pitch ia and raise cotton on the same land. 

‘Wi l not the growth of truck farming in lower 
latitudes hurt your growers here ’?’’ 

‘**} think not, I believe the eastern shore of Caro- 
lina is destined to be the great market garden for 
New York, Baltimore, Philadelphia and New Eng- 
land. You see there are two things to consider in 
profitable truckery: 

‘Ist. Early seasons. We beat Norfolk or Maryland 
two to three weeks, and thus get the cream of 
prices. 

‘2d. Quick transportation to market. We are only 
ten hours further from market than Norfolk, which 
makes no diff€rence. But Florida and Georgia are 
two or three days further than us, and this differ- 
ence wilts their fruits and vegetables and increases 
freight expenses. 

“I hold, therefore, that we occtipy the golden 
mean between Florida and Norfolk. The latter is 
too slow of season, and the former too far from 
market. Therefore, I believe ae will command the 
situation and that eventually truck lands along 
our coast will command very high prices and our 
section will be looked to by all the eastern marxets. 
We have special advantage in the fuct that the gulf 
stream flows near our coast and gives us milder 
seasons than other rections have.”’ 

Ido not agree with Mr. Bryan on this. South 
Georgia can put vegetables into market fully one 
month earlierthan New Berne, and I have seen 
tomatoes shipped from south Florida on the 17th 
of January. If properly packed up they can be 
rearketed in perfect order, aud there is no doubt 
that Georgia can reap the rich harvest that now 
falls to Carolina and Virginia from the sale of 
truck.

TRUCK ON YORK RIVER. 

I toox a run down York river and up Cherapeake 
bay on the Louise of the York river line. Aftera 
supperin which soft-shell crabs, fried oysters, ter- 
rapin stew, broiled chicken and pan fish bore not 
a inconspicuous part, Captain Billups, of the 
Louse, and myself, wrapping up snugly, went on 
the deck fora talk. He said: 

‘‘We make four landings on York river. From 
these four landings we have already taken over 
12,000 bushels of truck this season, and are not near 
through. The melon season has not fairly opened. 
At several of the landings this season I have taken 
on 1,000 barrels of peas, and once over 1,500 bar- 
rels.’’ 

**Is the business increasing”?”’ 

“Very rapidly. As large as it is now, it is only the 
beginning. It has doubled this year over last 
Truck raising does not interfere with the staple 
crops, butis a pure surplus, and brings a great deal 
of money between seasons into the country. We 
notice a continual improvement in the land, the 
farm houses,the people and their methods. I louk 
for the culture of small crops to make this York 
river region a garden spot from one end to the 
other. Several of our shippers have made fortunes 
out of truck already. But here we are pulling up 
at Yorktown, and while we are now between sea- 
sons you can see for yourself.’’ 

As we neared the wharf I recognized the spot 
where, at the Yorktown centennial one year ago, a 
gentleman relieved my pocket of a watch, and an- 
other, scarcely less a thief, charged me fifteen cents 
foradrinkof water. I thought then that‘nothing 
couid come out of the desolation that surrounded 
that ill-fated town. Onthe wharf, however, we 
found a pile of freight. One hundred and ten bar- 
rels of cauvteloupes, sixty four barrels of potatoes, 
twelve hogsheads of melons, three boxes of crabs, 
containing seven hundred each, one hundred and 
ninety crates of vegetables, an immense amount of 
raspberries and blackberries, one hundred and 
twenty crates of peaches, twelve coops of chickeus 
and four calves. Cuptain Billups told me thatone 
shipment would net the truckers about $2,000. As 
the steamer passed that point daily, and the pro 
duct of ten or twelve miles only was collected there 
and as this was between seasons, some idea may be 
had of the money that is poured iu through these 


small crops. 

Every bit of this, and more too, south Georgia 
) might have, without curtailing the cotton crop one 
bale. The lands are justas good there, for all gar- 
dening depends on artificial stimulus. The truck 
ripens much earlier andis only one day further 
from market. If the farmers of southeast Georgia 
would put 10,000 new ecres into truck and fruit 


next year nine outof ten would make a successiof 
it, and it would bring a mil’ion dollars into the 
state without entting into any other revenue. 
Those who do tracking now have made money and 
set fine examples. 

I suppose Morehead City isthe only eity in the 
world without a wheel in it. I donot think there 
is a wagon or buggy horse in the town; and very 
few inthe county. Everything is done in boats. 
There is not a house in the county tbat a boat can 
not get within'a mile of. Not a doctor or lawyer 
in the county ownsa horse—they practice in boats; 
The people go to funerals in boats, and when they 
arrest a man they carry him to jail in a boat. 

The main expottof the town, besides truek, is 
fish—but the fish caught here embraces everything 
from a whale toashrimp. Last year two or three 
whales were taken off this coast, and a whale is 
worth from $1,200 to $2,0L0. It 1s said they get be- 
tween the shore and the guif stream, and in trying 
to beat out to sea are sickened by the warm water. 
They turnin shore again and soon strand them- 
selves. Along the bays and inlets mackerel are 
caught in large quantitiesin nets. But this whole- 
sale fishing is neither picturesque nor interesting. 
A pretty sport practiced along shore is spearing 
flounders. A small row boat is put adrift. A man 
with a flambeau walks alongside up to his knees in 
water. In the bow of the boat sportsmen stand with 
slender gigs. Along the bottom, by the reflee- 
tion of the light, can be seen white flounders 
half buried in the sand. They remain perfectly 
still while the gig is poised above them, and never 
move until they are either speared or missed. The 
ouly drawback to this sport is that oecasiovally your 
torch-bearer is stung by a stingaree. A stingarce 
is simply a long buggy-whip, broken ont with 
small-pox and filled with steel springs, aqua fortis 
and needles. When he hits you, lock-jaw is the 
mildest possible result. The “little nigger’’ contin- 
gent about Merehead, makes its living by crabbing. 
With a little boat, hardly bigger thau a tub, they 
go outin the surf, and flopping in and out like 
amphibia, soon come in with a bushel or so of the 
ugliest looking and sweetest tasted things that swim 
the water. 

Oneother very important industry of this most 
mteresting place, is the raising of ‘‘ma’sh tackies.’’ 
The marsh tackey is a shaggy pony hardly larger 
than the Shetland, tight built and hardy. He lives 
in the water and will not eatcornorhay. He is 
broughtup on the marsh grass, which he eats be- 
tween tides. They cost literally nothing, breeding 
in droves as wild horses. Each drove has its leader, 
who selects the eating grouuds and decides when 
the tides are going out orcoming in. Once every 
year the owners have what is called a “pony 
penning.’’ All the ponies along the coast, runming 
into the thousands, are driven in by boatsand 
either branded or sold. They bring from $15 to $30 
apiece, and it isatribute to their utter wildness, 
that a ‘‘broke’’ pony, that is, one that can be ridden 
or driven, is called a ‘‘trained ackey’’ and brings 
$70. They are in great demand in the middle part 
of the state, eating little and doing a heap of work. 
They run down to skin and bones before they learn 
to eat corn or hay, but then fatten rapid!y and lose 
the ugly redish color the salt water gives them. 
There are men who buy them in large numbers, 
train them and take them to the mountains and 
get fancy prices forthem. As I write there is a 
drove of tackeys marching in slow and sedate pro- 
cession against the horizon. The leader, bearing 
his responsibility with dignity, picks the way care- 
fully, and his company follows with a blind sense 
of confidence. The water as it splashes about their 
legs glistens like showered silver, and their red 
sides shine against the sun like bronze. On they 
go, as ‘‘a lowing herd winds slowly o'er the lea,”’ or 
as birds beat homeward in the twilight, grow- 
ing smaller and more indistinct as they 
plod their steady way. At last they are but specks 
above the water, moving dumb and patient to some 
well-desired goal. Now they are gone—one after 
the other melting away in the sunset, asa band of 
spectral ponies, that parade in solemn mockery be- 
fore the eyes for a moment and then fade like 
phantoms in the infinite ocean that thunders be- 
youd the bending skies. H. W. G. 


THE TURF SCANDAL, 


The Charges Against the Piunger Not Sustained— 
Mr. Kelly interviewed. 

LONG BRANCH, August 5.—This afiernoon the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Monmouth park caused 
to be nailed to the grand stand on the track a de- 
cision in the Kelly-Walton turf scandal. It is as 
follows: ‘‘in the matter of the charges brought by 
James E Kelly against F T Walton that he had bribed 
the jockeys of the Marathon and Inconstant to pull 
those horsesin races specified, the executive com- 
mittee of the Monmouth Park association find that 
the charges are not supported by the proof or prob- 
ability, but in the course of such investigation it 
was admitted by Walton that he frequently gives 
large sums of money to trainers and jockeys; that 
these gifts are made out of pure liberality is not 
credible. If not intended to be corrupting their 
tendency is corrupting. An object unques- 
tionédly is to the obtaining of information 
which belongs exclusively to the owners.’’ Mr. 
Kelly, in an interview with an associated press 
reporter, said, in reference to the decision, that the 
action of the committee would be felt in racing be- 
fore another year was passed, as it placed a pre- 
mium on dishonest practices. He claimed to have 
doue his share to protect these interests of the turf, 
aud said he could afford to abide the result, if 
others could. Mr. Kelly suspended business to-day 
before the last race Was run. Mr. Walton was found 
among the book-makers, with whom he was anx- 
lous to wager large sums that Frank Short would 
win the steeple chase. He had nothing to say other 
than that the decision was a complete vindication 
of his character as asporting man. He said that he 
would sue Mr. Kelly for defamation of character.

[rHe! CHAMPION SNAKE STORIES 


OF THE YEAR. 


The Wonderful Tales of Mr. Barr and the Brilliant 
Jumping Snake of Gilgal and of the Army of 
Moccasins Which Iavaded Pleasant Re. 
treat, With Other Pieasing Tales. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 
GircaL, August 3.—This section of Georgia 
is glad to be able to contribute to the snake 
literature of the state a most startling story, 
which will add new lustre to the state’s repu- 
tation for fresh and reliable reading matter of 
thisclass. While there will be many in Tennes- 
see and the more northerly states people who 
will doubt the truth of the story, there is no na- 
tive Georgian who will question the accuracy 
of a single statement that your corrrspondent 
will make. There is a fine probability, how- 
ever, that every doubting Thomas will soon 
have chance to satisfy himself as to the 
truth of this statement, for the people of 
Gilgal and Hickory Flat have banded them- 
selves together to make war on the monster, 
and itis probable that ere the melanchoiy 
days shall come the skin of his snake- 
ship will be duly stuffed and sent to 
Atlanta, where it is proposed to put it 
On permanent exhibition. The — facts 
as related by the man who saw the mon- 
ster are as follows: Mr. Ezekiel Barr resides 
about twelve miles northeast of this post- 
office. His house is about a quarterof a 
mile from whatis known as rattlesnake brake, 
acane brake surrounding a large number of 
lagoons in a bottom through which Hog 
Crawl creek runs. The water of the creek is 
as black as ink and does not appear to move 
atall. Beavers Lave built hundreds of dams, 
and for milesup and down the creek they 
have full sway. Leaves from the trees have 
fallen into holes in the swamp andin going 
through ita man isin constant danger of 
stepping into one of these holesand going 
down several feet into the leaves and mud 
and water. The swanip is about a mile and a 
half wide and about six miles long, but along 
the entire length of the creek, above and be- 
low the swamp, thereisadark and dismal 
wood, in keeping with the color of the water 
and vffording a splendid habitation 
for and wild-cats. In the 
swamp there are millions of 
reeds or canes and in many places they are so 
thick as to be impenetrable. Overhead they 
link and join together and beds of leaves are 
tlormed, where rattlesnakes and other poison- 
ous snakes make their abiding places. There 
must be thousands of thousands of moccasins 
and other water snakes in the swamp, and 
it is absolutely nothing short of foolhardi- 
ness to venture in the swamp. Ney- 
ertheless the poople go in and _ fish in the 
creek, catching bream as fast as they can 
throw their hooks in. Inthe middle of the

swamp is a lake known as Beaver Lake, which | 


covers about seventy-five acres. The water is 
of a dark red as if stained by the leaves that

are fringed by bushes and trees, while out 
from the edges of the water, lazily and dimly 
reflects the sun and sky. The lake is not 
easy Of approach and it is not once in 
six months that human eye even rests 
upon it. The lake is oblong inform It is 
the home of crusty alligators, and is supposed 
to be the abiding piace or favorite resort of 
the monster recently seen by Mr. Barr. On 


Sunday last Mr. Barr was at home, when he | 


heard his dogs barking furiously in a wood 
just above his house. He took his gun and 
started out, not certain what he would see, 
He had not gone twenty steps when the dogs 
ran frantically out of the woods, and aimost 
immediately he saw a monster snake emerge 
fronr an opposite side of the narrow strip and 
make toward the brake. It was useless to at- 
tempt to shoot, so Mr. Barr stSpped short and 
took a good look at the retreating monster. 
His head was about the size of a five-gallon 
keg and about twice as long. He was about 
forty feet Jong and moved with the rapidity 
of a railway presengne train. The colorof the 
snake was brilliant to a marvelous degree. 
Along the back was a streak of green, which 
on the sides changed to yellow, and on the 
belly presented a beautiful crimson. 
As the snake moved away he looked like a 
flying rainbow, and as the day was cloudy the 
effect of the bright colors was heightened 
and made more suggestive. The snake did 
not meye as an ordinary black snake, but his 
body moved up and down and not from one 
side to the other... As the snake ran he 
moved his head from one side to another, as 
if fearing pursuit, end uttered a fearful hiss- 
ing sound that cotld have been heard for 
several hundred yards. His eyes, as he wou'd 
look behind him, shone 
were as black as jet. There was a fence along 
the edge of the swamp, and as he approached 
it his form extended like that of a flying 
squirrel, and without the slightest stay of 
speed he made a direct shoot, his entire body 
left the ground and he went over ‘the fence 
and into the swamp like an arrow sent from 
abow. <A pursuit will be organized. and it 
has been determined that his snakeship must 
die and give up his brilliant skin. 


AN UNPLEASANT ADVANCS, 


Pleasant Retreat invaded by an Enormous Army of 
Mideous Serpenta.

PLEASANT RETREAT, August 2.—Our un- 
usually quiet littke town was thrown intoa 
turmoil of excitement yesterday afternoon by 
the appearance of hoartls of snakes in our 
midst. Ihey were first noticed about two 
o'clock in the afternoon by Justice Hunt, 
u bo was seated on his front porch, and who 
immediately aroused the neighbors. It seems 
that the whole body, and there were thou- 
sands of them, were manned and mustered 
by a single snake—a large, dark fellow, some 
four feet long, and apparently of the mocca- 
sin tribe. In coming to the village they 
passed the mill of Mr. J, W. Anthony, and 
we learn played havoc with his cattle. We 
learn that they would completely encircle 
their victim, and being content with pierc- 
ing him with their poisonous fangs, would 
pass on to another. Numerous pigs, calves 
and sheep were thus destroyed, and even 
some cows and _ horses. The snakes 
were mostly moccasins, but numbers of 
other kinds were tound. The citizens of the 
town attacked them with guns, not daring to 
get in their reach, and after a while succeeded 
in driving them away. One was found that 
had been killed that measured nine feet in 
length and thirteen inches around the body. 
No one can svive the mystery 
as to where they came_fron,.. The 
farmers in the county for the past few 
weeks have been greatly annoyed by them,and 
strange to say, since their appearance here not 
one has been seen tn the country around. Mr. 
Jolin Logan, who lives here, had been absent 
from home during the day, and on returning 
late this evening, passed the body about four 
miles from town, at Wilson’s miil, and from 
iim we learn that the whole army swam the 
creek and were hurrying on. He says that 
the road between here and _ there 
is strewn with dead snakes,’ those 
w hich were perhaps wounded by 
our citizens. Itis hoped that they have leit 
the county mot to return, as they have caused 
In the attempt to 
drive them away from our village a negro 
man was bitten in the heel and it is feared 
fataily. He was battling thein with a huge 
club and was attacked by several at the same 
time. It is thought that he canrot live.

OUR REPTILES. 
From the. Athens Bann fatchman. 

Before i 1 these columns we have spoken of 
Dr. J. A. Brightwell, of Oglethorpe, who is 
literally the king over snakes. We have con- 
versed with a number of parties who have 
seen him capture what is thought to be the 
most venomous of snakes and let them lasce- 
rate his hand and arm without any bad ef- 
fects whatever. At the reunion Friday we 
met the doctor. and giving himaseatona 
root asked him to tell us the secret of his 
power over the serpent tribe. 

‘“Well.”’ remarked the doctor, “I have no 
secret, except that I have dissected the 
mouths of all the reptiles in this section, and 
can tell which are poisonous and which are 
not. The truth is, we have but three kinds 
vf poisonous snakes—the spreading adder, 
the highland moccasin and the ,rattlesnake. 
They have fangs, and are dangerous; the 
numberless other varieties are aS harness as 
lizzards, and I defy any one to refer to a sin- 
gle instance in which the bite of any snake, 
except the three species I have named, has 
caused the slightest harm. It is true that 
sometimes people are bitten by a big stump 
tail water moccasin andin their fright went 
te a doctor, who applies antidotes for poison 
and thus ge's up a big reputation for his skill 
and the patient gets well; but had the party 
bitten paid no attention whatever to the 
wound he would never have known he was 
poisoned. Any serpent that uses all its teeth 
to catch its food is harmless; and only those 
that are supplied with separate fangs are pot 
son. 

‘And then you don’t consider any water- 
moccasin poisonous?” 

“They are as harmless as the black snake, 
oniy the latter species is never known to 
strike, statements to the contrary notwith- 
sianding. In seining I have often had moc- 
casins to strike me until the blood oozed from 
my hand, but I thought so little about it that 
I did not relinquish my hold on the fish. | 
had to remove the snake from the net. Often 
the three species I have named are found near 
water courses, and persons are struck by 
them and poisoned, and so lay it on the in- 
nocent moccasin without stopping to investi

ATLANTA'S WEATHER. 


FIGURES THAT SHOW US THAT 
; WESHOULD K&EP COOL, 


Tie Celdest Day andthe Hottest Days - The Delight- 
ful Breeze that is Ever Biowing Here—Dog 
Days that do not Bring Us Oppressive 
Weather—The Official Statement. 


The Hartford, Conn., Times prints an arti- 
ele on the heat of that part of the world 
which may prove interesting to the readers of 
Tue ConstTITUTION, and as a fine showing can 
be made by the comparison of the climate of 
North Georgia with that of Connecticut, it 
may serve to cool off any patriot who might 
show a disposition to find fault witu Atlanta 
weather. The erticle is as follows: 

“The summer has reached that point at 
which the heat begins to show not only its 
quantity, but its quality. For there is a qual- 
ity of heat which tells, on perspiring human- 
ity, quite as much as the quantity; perhaps 
even more. It is more trying, certainly, and 
probably more dangerous, to be exposed long 
now to the full blaze of the sun, even when 
the shaded thermometer marks but &4 de- 


grees at the watmest hour, than it was a 
month ago with the mark at ¥4 degrees. Earth 
and air have become heuted; the air from the 
ground is Warmer than it Was a month ago, 
The weather, though the mercury does not 
range so higi as it did at the beginning of the 
month, has grown more iike the sum- 
mer weather of portions of the 
West Indies. Our New Kugland 
July and August often bring a good deal of 
that very kind. They never have, in most 
parts of Cuba and Hayti for example, any 
_hotter summer weather than some of our 
‘hottest days; nor are even the nights, on 
most of the islands, so much warmer than 
ours at this season aS many people seem to 
imagine. The most trying thing about their 
nighis (aside from their insect plagues) is the 
fact that they keep just a few degrees too 
warm all night, and fur months together, and 
do not bring the covl change, about dawn, 
which in our midsummer nights is so re 

freshing. From the restfess sleep of such 
nights as they have in summer, on most of 
those islands, one rises not much refreshed, 
and waits impatiently for that coolor hour of 
the daily sea wind froim the east. So far as 
actual heat is concerned, we have, probably, 
as much of it here in a Connecticut July—at 
least in the hours of daylighit—as they have 
in Santo Domingo, or even in Porto Rico, or 
Jamaica,” ; 

Now for the Atlanta tables. Below are pre- 
sented tables showing the maximum temvper- 
atures since 137), inclusive, the year in which 
the signal office was established here. The 
tables were copied from thuse in the office of 
Sergeant Hall, the only variation being that 
the fractions of a degree are not given. The 
temperature in 1879 it shown in the following 
table:

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FOR THE YEAR 1882. 
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For the three days preceeding yesterday 
the temperature was as follows: On the Ist 
maximum 85, minimum 68; on the 2d maxi- 
mum 82, miniream 69; on the 3d maximum 
85, minimum 69. 

t will be seen from the tables that at no 
time has the temperature been higher than 
99, The warmest day was in October, 18:0; 
the coldest day was in December of the same 
year, at which time the thermometer fell to 
zero. The presentsumier has been a most 
delightfulone. At no time has the weather 
been oppressively, or even uncomfortably, 
warm. 

The summer resorts have been patronized 
only on account of a custom which takes 
people out of town during the summer and 
not on account of any lack of picasant weath- 
erathome. Atlanta is situated so that a 
breeze is always stirring, and generally there 
is a pretty stiff wind, which, in the suburbs, 
is so strong that on some days windows have 
to be put down in order to keep itout. The 
nights are now, in the midst of dog days, so 
cool that no one would think of sleeping 
without one blanket or more. Altogether, 
Atlanta may be congratulated.

EGYPT. 

Engiand very earnestly proposes to reest ab 
lish the authority of the khedive, her ally 
and the protector of her immense interests in 
Egypt; and in this undertaking, now known 
to be one of great difficulty and magnitude, 
she has to contend with the revolution set on 
fo.t by Arabi Bey, and with the diplomacy 
of Europe. The latter is just now the most 
embarrassing. ~The diverse interests of the 
various countries really make Eurépean cone 
cert impossible sxcept in one respect, namely, 
all, excluding of course, Turkey, are willing 
that England should expend her strength in 
restoring order and khedival authority in 
Egypt, but at the end each will insist upon a 
voice in the settlement of thefutureof Egypt 
and of the Suez Canal. The big talk that 
they are making over England's afleged pre- 
tensions means just this and nothing more. 
Not-one of the powers intends to help Ing- 
land in Egypt, but all of them pro;ose to be 
on hand when the terms of peace are dis- 
cussed. The French have a_ ministerial 
crisis on hand in_ relation to this 
matter. The deputies refused to vote money 
for war purposes in Egypt, and the deFrey 
cinet ministry resigned, A provisional ad- 
ministration has been formed, but it is fully 
settled that France is to pursue a policy of 
abstention in Egyptian matters. Even the 
safety of the great canal is virtually commit- 
ted to England, and England has already 
seized both ends of it, and landed troops at 
Ismailia and several other intermediate points. 
The policy of France is, therefore, a policy of 
abstention. Germany and Austria are sim- 
ply diplomatic, ooking to another Berlin con- 
ference whgfi the cruel war over. Italy 
ditto. RySsia expressly say she is only 
concernéd about the canal. 

Not one of the powers proposes to say to 
England \that she shall do thisor that in 
Egypt while Arabi Bey isin the field. Their 
position js to be one of masterly inactivity 
until the rebellion is crushed, when, as Eng- 
land did after the Russo-Turkish war, they 
will step in to dictate terms of peace, Tur- 
key, however, is fighting for delay and a rec- 
ognition of her authority in Kgypt. . Al- 
though England demands it she refuses, or 
rather evades a refusal, to define the 
position of Arabi. She does not want 
to. 6©break.)«€6with)6)«6h Arabi who may. be 
able to sef up an Arabian caliphate, 
and she dare not or cannot espouse his cause. 
She has promised to send an expedition to 
Egypt tosupport the knedive, butas she has no 
money and as England controls the sea route 
to Egypt, it is more than probable that the 
proposed expedition is only 2 matter of prom- 
ise and talk. If she should, however, send a 
force to Egypt it would necessarily have to 
take its orders from Lieutenant-General Sir 
Garnet Wolseley, the English commander. 

But the dispatch of a strong Turkish army 
is altogether too improbable an event to be 
seriously taken into consideration. England 
proposes to put down Arabi Bey, and to tem- 
porarily occupy the country. She is sending 
vessel after vessel loaded with troops, and 
her chosen generals headed by the hero of 
Ashantee have sailed for Egypt, and Tost of 
them are doubtless in Egyptian wafers this 
morning. European diplomacy and her own 
immense interests have inevitably led to sep- 
arate action on her part, and neither 
government nor the _ people seem 
be averse to this phase of the struggle. 
She proposes to maintain by force of arms 
her influence in the country through which 
lies her road to India, and is apparently not 
afraid that diplomacy will rob her of the re- 
sults of her valor and resources and endur- 
ance. She will have not so much the forces 
of Arabi Bey. to face as the difficulties of a 
struggle in a tropical] country that is subject 
to overflow and sand-storms; but British gen- 
erals are not novices in African or Oriental 
warfare, and every obstacle will be’ bravely 
met and wholly overcome, no matter at what 
cost of life or treasure or time. 
Wolseley starts from Alexandria the war in 
Egypt will be bégun “in earnest, and we will 
soon know whether there is sand in Arabi 
Bey and his followers. At present we have 
no definite knowledge of his resources. The 
people of Egypt are undoubtedly, however, 
substantially consolidated in his support.

THE PREMATURE ’'POSSUM. 
We have been inclined to look hopefully 


upon the progress and development of that 
new civilization which is the product of the 
changed condition of affairsat the south; and, 
for the most part this hope has been quickened 
.and strengthened by the course of events 
themselves. Itis witha good deal of reluc- 
tance, therefore—indeed, we may as well say 
humiliation—that we come forward to confess 
that this hope has lately received a serious 
set-back. To come at once to the pith of the 
matter, we have been placed in possession of 
infermation to the effect that one day during 
the past week a puny opossum—a small, 
unripe, puny opossum—was made the object 
of barterand trade between a citizen of At- 
lanta and a colored vagabond from the rural 
regions. To harshly criticize the white citi- 
zen would manifestly be unjust. Due allow- 
ance must be made for the commercial spirit. 
Due allowance must be made for the proba- 
bility thet the citizen in question was influ- 
enced by sentimental considerations: bya de- 
sire, for instance, to prevent this substantial 
representative of a romantic past from falling 
into the hands of the Philistines. In the in- 
terest of all the finer feelings that are sup- 
posed to animate the bosom of man, we must 
take it for granted that the citizen who 
bought the opossum has not sacrificed the 
animal upon the altar of an untimely. appe- 
tite, but that (following the worthy example 
of the late Hon. William Cometrimbletoe, of 
‘Dooly county, who enjoys a world-wide repu- 
tation for catching his hens and putting them 
in pens, whether they laid eggs, or whether 
they laid none) he has placed the interesting 
animal in solitary confinement where it will 
have an opportunity to reflect over its possi- 
bilities and slowly ripen with the ripening 
season. 

There issome excuse for the citizen who 
buys an opossum at this season provided his 
morals are good and his motives pure; but 
there is absolutely no excuse for the negro. 
He is worse than a vagabond: he isa degen- 
erate wretch whom the ballot has failed to 
elevate or improve. He is in a more be- 
nighted condition now than in the days of 
slavery. In those days, a negro who would 
hunt or offer a ’possum for sale in the sum- 
mer would have been drummed pell mell out 
of the quarters. Respectable uncles and 
aunties would have pointed at him the tinger 
of scorn and he would have been ruled out of 
the jovialties attendant upon the harvest 
season. 

The truth is, the opossum js a very impor- 
tant animal. Little is said about him in the 
public prints mainly because the subject is 
too deep for words; but since the matter has 
been forced upon us—since the etiquette of 
’possum-hunting, and, for aught we know, of 
’possum-eating, has been grossly violated 
right under our editorial eyes and noses—it is 
but right and proper that THe ConstTITUTION 
should take the position demanded by hones- 
ty and justice. There are some customs that 
even the reconstruction laws failed to dises- 
tablish, and some of them are intimately con- 
nected with the opossum there are some 
southern institutions that even the Boomally- 
lally-Bocm-Boom-Boom of the war failed to 
overthrow, and one of them is the extraordi- 
nary little animal that wears its hip pocket 
on its stomach. The opossum still survives 
the war and all the sectional strife, and we 
have sometimes hoped that the day would 
come when, with its marsupial developments 
and its prehensile tail, it might become the 
basis, if not theemblem, of North American 
fraternity. 

No one whose taste and patriotism bave 
been educated up to the vroper standard, 
would ever dream of violating the provisions 
of the ’possum.code. These provisions are 
few and simple, but they are binding. In the 
first place, the opossum is never fit for the 
table until the frost, by some occult process, 
has ieft a deposit of sugar under the pink- 
purple wrinkles of the persimmon. Other 
signs may fail—other provisions may be vio- 
lated with comparative impunity—but this 
‘me never. The frost-bit persimmon is the 
infallible guide of the genuine ‘possum- 
. hunter. But suppose there are no persimmon 
trees near enough for the purpose of a cau- 
cus? This isnot a drawback. The ’possum 
will travel miles in search of ’simmons, but 
the experienced hunier need not go so far. 
Has the acid in the wild winter grape begun 
to congeal and sweeten? Has the muscadine 
begun \to glisten amidst the foliage of the 
swamplike the black eyes of a laughing mai- 
den? Then the season has arrived. Whatisthe 
warning given in the well known plantation 
serenade, sung by the negroes long before 
they had learned to tantalize and frighten 
white republican office-holders? One stanza 
is sufficient: 

‘*Met a ’possum in de road— 
‘Brer Possum, whar you gwine”’ 

‘I thank my stars, I bless my life, 
I’m a-huntin’ fer de muscadine.! ’’ 

But suppose that the amateur has no oppor- 
tunity toexamine the persimmon tree, the 
winter grape vine or the muscadine vine; 
what then? In that case, let him keep his 
eyes open in the early mornings, and when 
he discovers that the cool breath of autumn has 
Swept across the sweet potato patch, leav- 


ring a black track behind, then he may pre- 


pare to light the torch and wind the horn. | 
And yet—sad to say—no matter how brilliant 
ly the torch may flame through the dark, or 
how loudly the horn may be sounded among 
the blackjack hills, we know that there will 
never be any more ’possum hunts as enjoya- 
ble as those that stirred the starlit nights in 
the days when the black genii of the old plan 
tations waved their magic wands by the cabin 
fires, or inthe deep woods, and conjured up 
an old world in the new.

NOTES ON NEW BOOKS. 

THE ADVENURES OF A VIRGINIAN. By Oliver Thurs- 
ton. Philadelphia: E. Claxton & Co. Atlanta: 
Holman, Coffin & Co. Price 75 cents. 

This book will doubtless pique the curiosity of 
thase into whose hands it may fall. If it is a copy- 
right book, the fact is not stated. Who wrote it, 
and why wasit written? The style is that of four 
or five generations ago, painfully elaborate, and 
yet lucid and vigorous. The Virginian relates his 
own adventures in a series of letters, and they con- 
sist of the regulation variety such as thrilled the 
wives and daughters of the men who foughtin the 
evolution. The young man crosues the ocean, is” 
shipwrecked, rescuesa young lady named Fran 
cisca, supposed to be the daughter of a grandee 
named Don Miguel. True love follows, and the 
voung fellow proceeds to follow Francisca and Don 
Miguel. It finally transpires that Don Miguel is 
not the father of Miss Miguel,but bought her from @ 
Zingara when she wasan infant, the Zingara hav- 
ing stolen her from Colonel Harcourt, whois an 
intimate friend of the young Virginian. Every- 
body in the book gets as happy as a nigger at a log- 
rolling, and all the characters settle down to lives 
of easeand luxury on the perfumed bauks of the 
Guadalquivir. 


OUR MECHANT MARINE. How it Rose, became 
Great, Declined and Decaved: with an Inquiry 
into the Conditions Essential to its Resuscitation 
and Fnture Prosperity. By David A. Wells. 
New York: G. P. Putnam's Sons. Atlanta: 
Holman, Coffin & Co. Price $1. 


This timely publication has created considerable 
of a sensation among the monopolists, and some of 
their organs have devoted considerable space to 
abusing the author, but none have as yet made any 
serious attempt to answer his arguments or to upset 
his figures. The latter are particularly startling. 
In 1856, vessels of the United States carried 75.2 per 
cent of our exports and imports; in 1881, vessels of 
the United States carried 16.2 per cent of our ex- 
portsand imports. In other words, of the goods, 
wares and merchandise cxported and imported 
during the fiscal year 1881, American vessels trans- 
ported only 16.2 per cent, and foreign vessels 83 8 
percent. But even these figures do not convey the 
exact truth of the situation; for, while the busi- 
ness of our shipping has been rapidly disap- 
pearing, the opportunities for business have 
at the same time been increasing in a 
far more rapid ratio—the increase in the 
international commerce of the globe between 1850 
and 1880 being estimated as high as 240 per centum. 
That is to say, while there never was so much besi 
ness calling for the employment of merchant ves- 
sels in the history of the world as at the present 
time, the extent to which the capital and industry 
of the United States participate in this business is 
annually growing less and less. ‘“‘Thus,’’ says Mr. 
Wells, ‘‘taking merely the trade of the United States 
as an example, we find that out of a total value of 
exports and imports in 1860 of $762.000,000, the 
value transported in American vessels was $507,000.- 
000, or 66.5 per cent; but, in 1881, outof a total 
value of exports and imports of $1,676,626,000, 
American vessels transported a value of $268,080,000 
or 15.2 ver cent, a little more than-one half of what 
was d ne twenty years ago, or in 1860; whereas, the 
value of the commodities transported in foreign 
vessels was more than sixteen times as greatin 1881 
as in 1860.’’ These are very sad facts, but as long as 
the monopolists control legislation, what can the 
country do about it? 


ATLANTA. By Jacob D. Cox, LL-D., late Major-

Of all the volumes contributed to this series, we 


should judge General Cox's to be the most pains- 


| taking, the most elaborate, and the most impartial. 


Indeed, it may fairly be said, that this litt e book is 
the only genuine history thus far published of a 
campaign in the late war. The style is trenchant 
and frequently impressive, and some of the descrip- 
tions of battles, skirmishes, and movements, are 
graphic and brilliant. Never failing to exalt the 
pluck and prowess of the federal army, General 
Cox never allows himself to belittle its adversary. 
He does justice to the soldierly qualities of the con- 
federate army, and pays high tribute to the general- 
ship of Joseph E. Johnston. There is no clamor 
about rebels, nor is there discoverable in the book’ 
any symptom of that spirit of super-loyalty which 
is so detestable to honest men on both sides. It is 
impossible to conceive how a more impartial ac- 


count of the Atlanta campaign could have been 


written¥rom the standpoint of a federal, or how a 
more entertaining book could have been written 
from any standpoint.

A sincerer attempt at book-making than this was 
probably neverseen. Amateurs are always sincere, 
but this amateur is sincerest of all. If four hun- 
dred and odd closely-printed pages, almost wholly 
barren of genuine human interest, do not indicate 
sincerity, then the fact that a steel-engraved por- 
trait of the heroine is made the frontispiece of fhe 
volume ought to bea sufficient indication. The 
volume isa story o! slave-life in New York state, 
and itis a curious mixture of simplicity, verdancy 
and inconsequence. Itis not necessary for evena 
story-writerto solemnly assert that women were 
burned at Salem during the witch excitement. 
Burning would have added little to.the horror of 
that episode, but as none of the so-called witches 
were burned, there is no reason why the assertion 
should be made even in a novel. The book cp- 
pears to have been written to tickle the conceit of 
avery small circle of personal acquaintances—at 
any rate this is the impression it leaves.

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AN ENGLISH RAMBLE. 


A YOUNG GEORGIAN OUT IN THE 
COUNTIES. 


The Ever Present Tissuel of Royalty—Disgraceful 
Conduct of the Oxford Students—A Service 
St. Pauls—A Glimpse of Some Familiar 
- Paces—Englisn Ideas, E:c., Eic.

FoiKesTrone, July 13, 1882.—‘‘No wagons, 

carts, omnibuses or tradesmen’s vehicles will 
* be allowed to pass through this gateway. The 
carriages of gentlemen will be permitted to 
pass during his grace’s pleasure.”’ Thus the 
duke of Bedford, from the serene height of 
ducal elevation and by a sign-board placed on 
top of iron gates in the streets of one of the 
‘most thickly populated sections of London, 
speaks to the modest remainder of the world. 
It means that he owns that section of the 
city, and exercises his right to keep all disa- 
greeable and noisy vehicles eut of his streets. 
My cab driver explained to me that ‘‘the 
dukes and lords and aristocrats own every- 
thing over here; we poor devils nothing.”’ Now 
in England when royalty moves, root, branch 
or sprig, things tumble pell mell out of the 
even tenor of their wey. Blind, genial idoli- 
try of the great royal corporation soul is an 
English intuition. It extends to remotest 
royal connection. To this for me, a kind of 
resentment to which [ cannot give a name, Is 
bory of republican instincts. But every man 
for his country. If I were an Englishman it 
would take a long time for me to make up my 
mind to yote for a change of government, and 
my vote for change, if ever given, could 
scarcely be the result of an argument drawn 
from the logic of experience and-history. 

The younger’sons of the queen are occupied 
in the army and navy. One of her daughters 
married a poor prince and lives in a house 
situated in the park at Windsor Castle. The 
Princess Beatrice is not married, but ough. to 
be by this time, for as one af the grooms of 
her majesty’s stabies at Windsor said to me, 
“she is getting on well in years and ought to 
be off.” But I believe I said before that the 
Prince of Wales is now one of the hardest 
worked men in England. He opens all the 
schools and colleges, lays all the corner stones, 
and-is constantly going from one English 
town to another. In other words, he-has now 
takefia real turn to business and deserves 
doubtless much of the respect accorded him 
by the English people. His earlier years were 
devoted to laying the corner stone of an Eng- 
lish republic. 

I went to Oxford for ‘‘conmmmemoration 
day.” Yhis ceremony in the quaint little 
town loses much of itstradition and state and 
dignity when no longer a matter of report. 
This.is true of most great things that I have 
ever seen. A large hall in shape of an amphi- 
theater, the vice-chancellor tollowed by the 
dons,or those on whom degrees have been con- 
ferred, move in solemn procession with the fac- 
ulty, and last the proctors, to the raised seats 
of the dignitaries. Now of all the pandemoni- 
acal tom-foolery I ever witnessed, the Oxford 
undergraduates gave me the liveliest illustra- 
tion. With respect for nothing they have nick 
names, noise and buffoonery for everything. 
Yells, cat-calls, stormy and gratuitous advice 
greeted the speakers’ from all sides, 
and ae request to some _ innocert 
stranger in the crowl below the galleries to 
remove his red cravat or his high hat, is at 
once seconded and insisted upon by storms of 
applause and volleys of explosive fun. The 
climax of noise, applause, yells and impu- 
dence was reached when an under graduate 
began slowly to let down by a string an im- 
mense red paper candle “extinguisher’’ over 
the head of the vice chancellor! It is said 
that the behavior of the students at Cam- 
bridge was even worse, but the building in 
which the ceremony was held still stands, I 
learn, and hence I do not believe the state- 
ment. On the whole, the scene at Oxford 
was surpassingly novel, interesting and amus- 
ing In traveling on the trains in England 
(they don’t know whet you mean if you say 
cars) 1 observe two things which appear to 
me left handed. 

First, when an Englishman enters a car, 
nine timies in ten he will take a seat with his 
back to the engine, and second the trains, as 
do all the conveyances in the streets, ‘‘go to 
the left,’ instead of to the right as we do. I 
went to see the Grand annual military tourna- 
ment, at Ishington. Here in a seat costing 
anywhere from _.one to twenty shillings, you 
can see contests with sword and bayonet, 
mounted and unmounted combatants; fenc- 
ing. wrestling on horseback, the tug of war, or 
ten men at each end of along rope; artillery 
an cavalry drill etc., ete., the whole show 
witnessed, probably, by ten thousand people. 
The week over that huge mass of adipose 
royalty, the old duchess of Teck, (for she is 
herself H. R. H., being a member of the 
royal family), delivers the prizes to the vic- 
tors in contests, involving as much skill and 
muscle as perseverance and perspiration. 

Last Sunday [ wentto St. Pauls to hear the 
Bishop of Manchester. It wasa fete day, 
and the lord mayor was there again, and 
with him all the mayors of the realm who 
are lords mayor. I had seen the lord mayor 
at St. Pauls before, but this time the im- 
mense crowd climbed over each other, the 
benches, chairs and around the massive 

villars, as, With the great gold maces of the 
high sherifis, and the wigs and robes of the 
lords mayor, and the lackiesin yellow and 
gold and black and brown and bright crim- 
son red—the solemn procession passed. [t is 
difticult to get a good view of London from 
the dome of St. Pauls because of the smoke 
and fog. Mine was a murky time, and 
although I couidsee for miles in every direc- 
tion, I could see nothing beyond the brown 
and blackened walls of the world's greatest 
city. 

Leamington is two hours out of London at 
the rate of fifty miles per hour. It is a pic- 
turesque little town in Warwickshire, one of 
the most fertile and beautiful counties of 
England. Whilst in Leamington I was most 
courteously entertained by Hon. and Rev. 
J. W. Leigh, vigar, than whom no English- 
man is more favorably known to the people 
of the coast counties of Georgia; for, besides 
marrying a lady of whom all Georgians are 
proud, he was for three years a large rice 
yjlanter upon our coast near Bruuswick. 
sce Leamington the trips to Kenilworth, 
Warwick castle and Stratfurd-on-Avon, where 
is Shakspeare’s house (however you have 
heard that before), areshortand pleasant. A 
young English farmer cultivates 3,000 of Lord 
Somebody's land, on which are the queer old 
ruins of Kenilworth castle. This young gen- 
tleman oceupies a part of the ruins as his cas- 
tie. He has plastered up the holes that Crom- 
well’s cannons made, and lays his pipe upon 
the exquisitely carved mantle,which bears on 
iss front the name of Leicester. My friend, 
who lives in so .esthelic an srg. Sag and 
yet who with all is brought each day face to 
face with the multiplication table, intends 
visiting America next fall. I 
told him much of the south 
and many of Atlanta. Hesaid, after hear- 
ing my descriptions, that he would come 
south and surely to Atlanta, to see her won- 
derful system of water works, ber big, broad, 
beautiful Boulevard, and her quite undulat- 

‘ing, yet wierd parks. in 

The two most elaborate and beautiful spec- 
tacles I have witnessed in England, were the 
fete at the botanic gardens in London and 
the annual regatta at Henley: The onea 
brilliant and costly illumination; the other a 
scene of confusion and gay costumes, worn 
by both sexes, and two miles of the Thames 
crowded with a thousand boats bearing a 
thousand colors, whilst along the shore, long 
lines of barges filled with music, champagne 
and pleasure parties, added brilliancy to the 


rene. 
Tae these and other places I have met quite

Gilmer, with Mr. and Miss Minas, of Savan- 
nah, Atanother time MissCamak, of Athens, 
and Miss Jackson, the daughter of that great 
Georgian, Gene Henry R. Jackson, oO! da- 


Georgians. In the vonderful 
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VYannah. Colonel Thomas P. Stovall, whose 
excellent wife.is a daughter ot the venerable 
Mark A. Cooper, now makes his home in Lon- 
don. Miss Bessie, the daughter of General 
Alexander, has quite a reputation for beauty 
London. When last heard from by her 
London friends she had gone to Egypt. Da- 
venport Jackson, of Augusta, when last heard 
from was in Brussels. Ido not know where 
he has gone. 

The Americans in London celebrated the 
fourth with a grand reteption at the Wist-. 
minster palace hotel. Among other notable 
people present was the duke of Sutherland, 
who owns a million acres of land, has an in- 
come of £300,000 and goes to all the London 
fires. Here I met Mr. Barrett and Mr. Irving. 
The latter was kind enough tosend me the 
card for his box at his theater, and I listened 
to him as Romeo with much pleasure the 
nextevening. He is talented, but he can 
never in his highest flight reach the height at 
which Booth walks with ease. Lotta wisbed 
to know the name of the young gentleman 
who gave such nice suppers at the Kimball. 
Said she delighted in playing at Atlanta, and 
would include usin ber next winter’s tour. 
This remark was spiced with as delicate a lit- 
tle kick as she conld conmmand—modulated, 
SO SO speak, to the dignity of the occasion. 

It is astonishing to foreign eyes how remote 
from English minds 1s theconception of home 
rule, even in qualified form, for Ireland. 
Why should England send sprigs of royalty 
to try for government there and. fail? ©'Con- 
nell, the greatest, spent his life to teach hate. 
Why not treat the frist as Scotland has been 
treated since the union and alliance? The 
United States, since the war, went through 
the crucible, and with what result? Carpet 
bags found tickets to New England, Georgia 
and Carolina govern themselves, and a better 
state of feeling exists than at any time since 
1820. 

English policy may seem strange to our eyes, 
but English ignorance of our governmental 
institutions, even among well educated and 
trained men, is still more remarkabie; occa- 
sionally it is abyssmal. The average mem- 
ber of parliament has a very inaccurate cor.- 
ception of the relation of the states to the 
federal government. The university of Ox- 
ford with its twenty-one colleges, its two rep- 
resentative councils, and its executive head, 
the vice chancellor, is an excelleut parallel to 
the government of the United States. To an 
Englishman who does not already understand 
our system this is the only rational and short 
explanation. Such ignorance can only be 
the natural outgrowth of contempt 
for a system, the wisdom and _ excel- 
lence of which. in __ its legitimate 
administration, challenges the admiration of 
civilization the world over. The archbishop 
of Canterbury absolutely inquired some days 
since of an American gentleman: ‘‘What 
sort of relations do the United States main- 
tain toward dissenters?’ This, from the pri- 
mate of all England' A man whomthe 
world recognizes as one of the most learned 
men living, 

sy the way, I forgot to mention that while 
at Leamingtom my good host, Mr. Leigh.took 
me for a visit to lis brother, Lord Leigh, at 
‘“Sroneleigh,” the family country seat. Lord 
Leigh showed me the first printed volumes of 
Shakspeare, which were worth, said he, 
£1,500. It was afterwards laughingly 
observed by one of the party, that although 
Lord Leigh owned 3,600 acres of the finest of 
English lands, he was so pressed for ready 
money last year, that he found it necessary to 
deny himself the luxury of a new hunter.”’ 
Mr. Andrew Low, of Savannah, keepsa house 
in Leamington, but expresses his intention of 
returning to Georgia in November.

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THE TAX BILL. 
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How the Vete Went Through—The Keperta of the Cot. 
ton Exposition. 
Special Correspondence of the Constitution. 
WASHINGTON, August 2.—The real friends 
of just reduction of the internal revenue 
taxes are rejoiced at the shelving of the bil 
which, while purporting to bring relief, wa. 
really ascheme to delay it. Tne cotton ti> 
tax did not come squarely before the house 
atany time. The reason of this was that its 
champion, Mr. McKinley, was afraid to make 
the issue, every’ indication showing 
that he would have met de- 
feat. One of the clearest expositions 
made of this fraud was by Mr. Turner, of 
Georgia, in his tariff speech, which, by the 
way, is ranked among the star eftorts of the 
entire session. Said Mr. Turner: Lhe gentle- 
man from Ohio, Mr. McKinley, was kind 
enough the other day to allege one instance 
in ‘vhich the producers of cotton are gener- 
ously treated under this system of taxation. 
If L did not misapprehend him he stated that 
cotton-growers can purchase their ties at 2 or 3 
cents per pcund, and sell them with their cot- 
ton at1ll or 12 cents per pound. Even if this 
were true, the history of the matter would 
show that it is a grace by omission and not by 
commission. And I believe the gentleman bhim- 
self has a bill pending in this house by which 
he proposes to ‘‘revise’’ away even this little 
estray of inadvertent exemption from taxation 
But the ttatement of the gentleman is not 
plausible enough to mislead or deceive. When 
the farmer takes bis cotton to market, inclos- 
edin bagging and bound in iron ties, he sells 
the bale in gross at so much per poudd for 
convenience. Now let uy resolye the matter 
into its elements. Let us suppose the farmer 


were to itemize the transaction and sell the | 


net cotton and the bagging and ties on a bill 
of particulars. The cotton would bring a 
higher price and the bagging and ties would 
bring less than they cost or go to the rubbish 
heap. That would be the result if the cotton 
was specifically tared in every transaction. | 
hope:the gentleman wili reconsider his pur- 
pose to inflict upon our people an aggravation 
of this sacrifice. 
THE MONOPOLISTS’ AIM, 

The monopolists in the senate would not 
attempt tocarry the simple proposition to raise 
the cotton tie tax. Atter specifying the 
tariff on several’ classes of iron 
and steel they proposed generally to raise the 
tariff on all other classes not enumerated 
from 35 per cent to 80 percent.

AN ENGAGEMENT WITH ARABI. 


The British Troops Advance Upon the Egyptian Po- 
sition and Have Some Sharp Fighting. 


Lonpon, August 5.—A dispatch to the Reu- 
ters telegram company, dated at Alexandria 
6:35 o'clock this evening, says: At 5 o'clock 
this afternoon, the British troops with a num- 
ber of field guns, with the sailors, attacked 
the advanced guard of Arabi near Ramleh, 
between the Mahmoudieh canal and the Cairo 
railway, firing upon the enemy's position | 


from three sides, The engagement, which is 
of a serious nature, still continues. Arabi 
Pasha sent 14 men with a white flag to the 
British camp this morning. The party was 
received by Major Pringle, but the interview 
was without result. 

11:30 p. m.—The object of the operations 
to-day was a reconnoisance in force. Com- 
mencing at 4 o’cleck this afternoon, a steady 
advance was made, the marines upon the 
railway line, the rifles upon the west bank 
of Mahmoudieh canal, and the South Stafford- 
shire regiment and the mounted infantry 
upon the east bank. The enemy were 
driven in: from all their advanced 
posts and compelled ‘to bring in to 
action all their troops available in front of 
their principal line of entrenchments at Kap- 
rel Dowar, namely, fabout four battalions of 
infantry, a force of cavalry and several guns. 
The latter were conipletely silenced by the 
accurate fire of our 40-pounders. ‘he Kgyp- 
tian infantry held their ground with consid- 
erable steadiness. The marines at the rail- 
way, who were underimmediate command of 
General Allison, pushed the enemy back 
upon their second line of entrenchments 
toward Kaprel Dowar. The marines were 
supported by the South Staffordshire regi. 
ment and the rifles. They suffered somewhat 
but behaved with the greatest coolness and 
steadiness under heavy fire. The object of 
the British operations was to eumpel the 
enemy to display wiat force and whut guns 
they had in front of tie main position, and it 
was completely attuined. This was ascer- 
tained by nightfall, when the British slowly 
and steadily withdrew. No accurate return 
of the killed and wounded is obtainable. The 
enemy's lossisunknown. A Jarge number 
of wounded fell into the hands ol the

Lonpon, August 6.—The Times correspon- 
dent at Berlin says the greater part of the 
German press, referring to the occupation of 
Suez by the British, acknowledges that Eng- 
land has acted wisely in occupying the posi-

A dispatch trom Port Said, dated August 
4th, reiterates that the British troops have 
landed at Ismailia. The Spanish frigate Car- 
men had arrived at Port Said, and was avout 
to enter the canal. The British were prepar- 
ing reservoirs at Sueg to ensure a plentiful 
supply of water. It is stated that the khe- 
dive has authorized the English admiral at 
Port Said to take what steps he thinks neces- 
sary in the canal, and has conferred 
upon him the title of governor of 
the isthmus. In consequence of a telegram 
received from M. DeLesseps at Ismailia, the 
Suez canal company in Paris has passed a 
special resolution Uvclaring that, as the khe- 
dive could not authorize the making of the 
Suez canal without the sanction of the sultan, 
he has no power to interfere with it. 

DIVERGENCE BETWEEN ENGLAND AND RUSSIA. 

The Standard’s wigehing nr nt at St. Peters- | 
burg says there is no loager any doubt that 
a divergence of vie vs exists between England 
and Russia, which is exercising a very preju- 
dicial influence upon all attempts to harmon- 
ize English action in Egypt with the legiti- 
mate rights'and wishes of the powers. It is 
not unlikely that this divergence will lead to 
a break up of the conference at an early date 
without any tangible result.

For several weeks the semi-annual bank re- 
turns have been coming into the executive 
office in response to the call issued by the 
governor. ‘The returns show the conditions 
of the banks at the close of business on the 
sist of June, and althvugh not more than 
two-thirds are now in, a tabulated statement 
showing the capital stock, deposits and loans 
and discounts, is of considerable interest and 
is published below. The law requires that 
the returns shall be published, and that the 
otficers of the bank shall swear to their cor- 
rectness, and also that they have not violated 
the obligations imposed by law. ‘The officers 
of the Bank of the State of Georgia in taking 
the oath used the following language: ‘‘We 
are not aware of having violaced any law of 
this state, unless it be the one that ‘regulates’ 
the rate of interest.’’

Hills of Kaolin that Stretch Half Way Across the 
S:ate--The Chance for Prefitable Inves’ment— 
Not a Singl: Pottery in the State-—Some 
Ioteresting Facts for Capitalis's.

The Cusiness 
alluded to is the manufacture of the finer 
grades of pottery. Mr. N. A. Pratt, a geolo- 
gist, who has spent years in the study of 
Georgia's minerals, said to a CONSTITUTION re- 
porter vesterday: 

“The manufacture of pottery is an 
dustry in which Georgia should take 
the lead. There is in this state a 
bed of kaolin extending from Augusta 
across the state toward Macon, which for 
quality cannot be surpassed by any clay. 
“There is plenty of feldspar in Paulding coun- 
ty and u» lack of silica. So that with skilled 
labor we could right bere in Georgia manu- 
facture ws fine grades of pottery ware as can be 
manufactured anywhere in the world, and 
yet there is nota single pottery in the state, 
and so faras 1 knew there never has been. 
There are a few jug factories scattered 
through the country, but they amount to 
nothing. In some places the railroads run 
directly through hills of solid kaolin, and I 
have seen it when the sun would come owt 
slide off in pieces several feet square and fall 
down the side of a railroad cut. When I was 
a boy, thirty years ago, the country people 
used to call the kaolin beds the chalk hills. I 
knew that they were not chalk hills, but I 
say this to show you how we are walking over 
and running our trains past these beds that 
might be made to yield a handsome return 
on invested capital.” 

PLENTY OF IT HERE. 

“Does any other state in the south have 
such kaolin beds as Georgia has?’’ 

*“No. Georgia has the kaolin in an inex- 
haustible quantity and of the best quality, 
and that is more than can be said for any 
other southern state. In spite of all this, she 
has po works. There isa pottery known as 
the Stephens pottery, at Bath, near Augusta, 
which 1s on the South Carolina side. There 
they manufacture plates and such like crock- 
ery, but I do not think that they carry the 
business so far as the manufacture of the finer 
grades of goods. In some parts of the state— 
perhaps in Baldwin count ‘y—they manufac- 
ture fire-brick. Fire-brick sel? at about thirty 
dollars a thousand, which gives a goud margin 
for profit. I[ have ‘lately bought fifty thou- 
sand to be used at the chemical works. There 
is doubtless room for an increased manufac- 
ture of these brick.”’ 

“Can’t you tell me the history of potteries 
in Georgia?” 

“There is no history of potteries in Geor- 
gia. There have been none here. If you will 
let the world know the advantages the state 
offers, however, it will not be long before 
there will be a history of potteries in Georgia. 
The state of New Jersey has had a geologist 
working up her clay interests, and Georgia 
might ‘do the same thing with advantage. 
There is certainly room for the potteries and 
material for the work. Skilled workmen can 
come right here to Georgia, and without im- 
porting a thing of consequence, make as fine 
ware as is found in any ‘croc kery store in this 
city.’ 

SHIPPING IT AWAY. 

“ts any kaolin shipped from the state‘ 

“There is some shipped away. It is ‘chipped 
to New York, where it is quoted at ‘rom ten 
and a half to thirteen dollars per ton. The 
trouble about the shipping of kaolin is in the 
heavy freights that take up much of the gross 
proceeds of the sale. There is much heavy 
crockery, and the idea is to have it manu- 
factured right here in the state. It will save 
the freight : two ways, and that alone would be 
a coord profit.” 

‘What could be made here in Georgia from 
the raw material that we have?’ 

‘‘We could make all kinds of pottery. We 
cou!d make fine chinaware, porcelain, ordi- 
nary crockery of all sorts, mortars, terra cotta, 
sewer pipes, fire brick, crucibles, parian ware 
and anything else that we might care to work 
up.’

ATLANTA'S 6! GROWTH. 


ANOTHER GLANCE TANCE AT WHAT IS 
GOING ON IN THE CITY. 


Improvements in the Opera Hsouse—The New Cour: 
House—Numerous Residences—One Article Out 
of a Score that Might be Writ‘en—A 
Fine Showing for the City. 


A few days ago Tue Constitution published 
an article on the improvements now going on 
in the city. The article could not, of course, 
be exhaustive. There are hundreds of build- 
ings now going up in Atlanta that it would 
be next to impossible to secure for a list. 
Ordinarily a month is a long time for Atlanta 
contractors te spend on anything but an ex- 
pensive ‘house, and there are now scores of 
places nm Atlanta where finished houses are 
standing that a month ago were unoccupied. 


Ot course the larger and more expensive 
buildings are longer in course of erection, but 
the fact referxed to is merely mentioned in 
order to show how difficult it would be to get 
a complete list of the buildings in course of 
construction at any one time. The most suc- 
cessful movement of this kind was instituted 
last year by General Tige Anderson, who was 
then chief of police. He had the members 
of the police force to count the new buildings 
for five months. The count showed that a 
little over 600 buildings were erected during 
that time which would give about 1,500 for 
the year. Building this year is fully as ac- 
tive as it was last year, and altogether it may 
fairly be said that the city will make a greater 
progress in 1882, and will show more substan- 
tial improvements than in any previous year. 
The burned districts requiring an ,outly of a 
quarter of a million will berebuig@before the 
end of the year. The new cottor™jjompress is 
already about completed. The 
NEW COURT HOUSE, 
will soon be ready and other things could be 
mentioned that would easily run the 
figures up to more than half a million. 
There ‘are two or three hundred 
thousand dollars worth of bandsome resi- 
dences going up besides myriads of cottages 
and smaller houses. In last week's list three 
architects furnished lists of residences 
amounting in cost fo nearly the sum named. 
Probably the bandsomest and moet e xpensive 
building which wilb be erected this year will 
be the Gate City~ sional bank building at 
the corner of P.yor and Alabama streets. 
The building hen just been started and will 
be pushed rapidly to completion, It was de- 
signed by Humphreys & Norman. 
It will be five stories high 
besides the basement which rises above 
the sidewalk. It wiil be 110 feet high and 
will be on a lot 6Ox160 feet. The basement 
and first story will be of stone and will be ex- 
ceedingly handsome. The basement will be 
used for brokers’ offices. The ground tloor 
will contain handsome’ banking offices with 
private rooms for the officers, besides six 
rooms for renting. The other floors will con- 
tain offices, making in all 100 rooms besides 
those used by the bank. The building wil! 
be as handsome as any building could possi- 
bly be. 
DE GIVES OPERA HOUSE. 

Mr. Gustave Leo is at work on plans for im- 
proving DeGive’s opera house. The gallery 
entrance is to be from the alley in the rear of 
the opera house, while the entrance to the 
parquette and circle will remain as at present 
With the exception that the entrance will 
probably be widened. The opera house is to be 
repainted and other improvements are to be 
made. Among other things will bea balcony 
on the Marietta street side extending over the 
sidewalk and being about sixty feet long. 
The front of the opera house is to be so altered 
and improved that it will not appear like the 
same building. In fact it will look like anew 
front. The outlay will be about $5,000.
